"Radio wavo propegction is tie process of gotting 2 redio wawe from the transit 
ter to tho receiver, This is ccconplished either by o direct weve, or © roflccted 
wave, or both, Radio waves ero refloctcd by anything froze building, an airplenes 
or oven rein to layers of ionized gasses hundrods of miles hich, It is those ionized 
loyers thet will be considered in this papers" 

"'The higher the gegree of ionization, (of these gaseous layers) the greater the 
bending on uny given frequency. The atmospheric pressure is elso'a factorsee. Thus 
the greater the height of the ionized layer the more favoreble the conditions for 
refraction, (bending) 

"For a given density of ionization, the enount of refraction becomes less as tho 
frequency of the wave becomes hicher.! 

“These layers of the ionosrhere are nemed with letters, the E layer being the 
sowest of any considerable inportencess., ais layer nomelly refloets only signet 
below 3-me (megecycles),« (The present normcl 3 layer is reaching 22 Mo.)
